Since this information is of record and has 
been confirmed by the attorney and the Examiner it was not put in the reasons for allowance, since such interpretation was 
not used to make a decision on the allowability of the application. The Examiner and his supervisor have reviewed the 
applicant's communication of May 10, 2006 and concluded that no further action is required by this office to record that high 
order constellation means constellations having more than two points. 
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
